tocn of 60,000 cubic feet, which can 
keep 60 persons in an altitude of 2,000 
feet, also an idea known from Chicago 
World's fair. 


The commissioner divides the schemes 


examined by him into eight series tho 
first of which comprises aquarinms, 
vessels, naval engineering, etc., includ- 
ing a giant aquarium with 180 compart- 
ment* and a colossal structure contain- 
ing * cataract, a lake, promenades, 
cafes, bK'yclp nngs. etc. The building 
is to be lighted by electricity and is to 
bavn walls of red glass to produce th« 
effort of a marvelous snnset The author 
of this project, which alone would cov- 
er fne spare of the entire erpo<ution 
grounds, is Herr Eichbaum, from at 
Petersburg—John Ehlert in Chicago 
Tunes-Herald.

He did not think 
anything of the matter at the time, but 
several days later a brother workman 
threw a brick at him and hit the sore 
foot This caused a painful wound, and 
he was laid up for several days. Finally, 
however, he concluded that he would 
try to go to work again. 


One morning as he was walking to 


his work ho stepped on a sharp stick 
which was projecting out of the ground 
in the path that he had taken. His shoe 
was split and the blister opened. James 
gave a yell and jumped to one side. Ho 
landed on a bunch of smartweeds tha 
were covered with tho morning dew 
In a few days dew poisoning set in, am 
he was compelled to come to his home. 
His foot recently began to swell in a 
rapid manner, and it was with e-Urpnv 
difficulty that he moved around. He re- 
cently applied at the City hospital for 
treatment, and Dr. Sntter saw name 
diately that blood poisoning had set in. 
He oayn that there is also danger of lock- 
jaw, caused by the rust of the brick.— 
St. Louis Republic.
